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South African Orthodox Rabbi Rejects 
Plea For ’Tolerance’ Toward Reform Jewry

JOHANNESBURG, So. Africa—A plea from deavor speak 
the South African Board of Jewish Deputies 
that Orthodox Jews show “tolerance” for Re- 
form Judaism was sharply assailed by a lead- 
ing Orthodox Rabbi. 

Rabbi Moshe Swift of Berea synagogue re- 
plied to the unity proposal with a charge that 
there was “an inherent danger in a unity 
which fails to distinguish between right and 
wrong,” according to the South African Zionist 
RECORD. 

Rabbi Swift compared the situation with 
the unity which existed after the floods in 
Biblical times. 

“From such a unity, a confused generation 
grew up that could not discern between what 
is right and what is wrong,” the Orthodox 
leader said. “In such united strength there 
lies the danger of religious confusion and moral 
catastrophe, a unity that leads to a tower with 
its top in Heaven, a united body that outrages 
Jewish Orthodox outlook and sacrifices some 
of our dearest possessions in the name of 
tolerance.” 

Rabbi Swift admitted inferentially that his 
position implied a break between traditional 
and Reform Jews in South Africa, between 
“men who in social life and in charitable en-

GROSSMAN’S MEMORANDUM CITES a quote from a letter 
in which Miron expresses the hope that “our cordial relations shal] 
become fastened and faithful friends as we are ‘joint composery 
of ‘Tzena, Tzena’.” In a previous letter Miron is quoted as having 
fully approved of Grossman’s addition. 

But upon Miron’s arrival in New York, Grossman was obliged 
to point out to him repeatedly that interview stories in the press 
were mentioning only Miron as “composer of the song,” and this 
was inaccurate and harmful to Grossman’s reputation. Miron a» 
sured Grossman of his loyalty to their partnership, and “that in 
future interviews he would more than make.up for these lapses.” 

But subsequent articles in the N.Y. Post, World-Telegram,

GROSSMAN’S RELUCTANT CONCLUSION, therefore, was 
that he was dealing with a case of “deliberate misrepresentation,” 
an “unmistakable, malicious, fraudulent plan of Miron to pose as 
the sole composer of Tzena, Tzena, before the masses of the 
people.” 

Grossman winds up his written plea with the hope that the 
Israel Consulate in New York use its good offices to “eradicate 4 
wrong which has given me sustained mental anguish, done injury 
to my earning capacity as a composer, shamed me among my 
fellow-composers, friends and asociates.”

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B'nai B'rith Or Zionist Nights At Services? 


A NON-JEWISH advertising agency execu- 
tive has produced a book for congrega- 
tions and clergymen which attempts to dram- 
atize houses of worship through use of some 
of the methods of big business to attract the 
people once again to the House of God. 

This is no new idea as far as the Jewish 
group is concerned. Many rabbis are as keen 
business men and as alert to all modern tech- 
niques as our biggest tycoons. 

For instance, the book recommends that vari- 
ous services be devoted to organizations within 
the general group; that is a practice which 
even the Orthodox have been using for years. 

Whatever the situation may be in the 
churches, in the Jewish group practically all 
our organizations—especially the local chapters 
of our national agencies—are largely paper or- 
ganizations. The work is done by a few persons 
at the top, and most meetings attract not even 
the officers and the board of directors. 

As a result, B’nai B’rith night or Zionist 
night at synagogue services usually gives the 
president of the guest group an opportunity to 
say a few ill-chosen words from the pulpit 
about how strong and how old his organization 
is, but such events do not bring more than a 
handful of others to the services. 

If such organizations were truly concerned 
with piety, then there would be some justifica- 
tion for diverting a service to God into a selling 
job for an organization. The POST can see 
some justification for devoting services to the 


Ststerhood, or Brotherhood or Men’s Club; 
these are synagogue-motivated. But The POST 
would not encourage special Friday evening 
services. Rather the emphasis should be on 
attendance at inspirational services for the sole 
reason for holding services—to pray. 

The danger in assigning services to various 
organizations is that the services lose their 
significance, not alone on the Friday nights in- 
volved, but for every Friday night. The Jewish 
community is not made up of people of con- 
crete; they recognize readily enough why the 
services are turned over to some agency or to 
this or that group. 

The POST is aware of the fact that there is 
no division in traditional Judaism between the 
lay and the religious; they are as one. Yet we 
are not living the life of tradjtional Jews today. 
Anyone who denies ‘that tHere is a wide dif- 
ference in Jewish life between the religious or- 
ganizations, on the one hand, and the fraternal 
and social organizations, on the other, is simply 
overlooking the facts. 

Prayer services can and do fill a need for the 
Jew in 1950. The services need emphasis in the 
direction of their real goals, not elaboration as 
selling devices for everything but prayer. When 
the time comes that prayer must be subordin- 
ated, then assimilation or not, Judaism as a 
civilization or not cannot persist for too long. 

A basic return to the fundamental, which is 
prayer, is the real need of our Jewish congre- 
gations 


Christmas In 


E latest rabbi to run into the buzz-saw 

of Christian feelings on the Christmas is- 

sue in connection with the widespread cere- 

monies on that occasion in our public schools 
is Toronto’s Rabbi Abraham L. Feinberg. 

The history of similar cases goes back to 
Kingston, N. Y. and from there to Chelsea, 
Mass. In the Kingston case, the rabbi resigned 
when his congregation refused to support his 
public statement that Christmas ceremonials in 
the schools was a breach of the principle of 
separation of church and state. 

In Chelsea, a national cause celebre nearly 
developed when protests by a Jewish father 
and mother against the singing of Christmas 
carols in the local public schools resulted in a 
reported loss of business by Jewish merchants 
and eventual repudiation by most Jews of Chel- 
sea of the protesting parents. 

The National Community Relations Advisory 
Council, the agency in the U.S. Jewish commu- 
nity which handles problems of this kind, was 
besieged with requests for guidance. eine 
NCRAC cautioned caution. 

There the problem rests. In one Indianapolis 
school at least, all the Jewish children—many 
from Conservative Jewish homes—are partici- 
pating in the Christmas play. 


The Schools 


Carl Alpert, in his current series of columns 
on the problem, seems to take the position, 
which is slowly being accepted generally, that 
we Jews are living in a Christian environment 
and we must make the best of it. A corollary 
of this view is that these ceremonials and rit- 
uals do not have any lasting effect on the 
Jewish children, 


The POST will not pontificate on this prob- 
lem. The general Jewish attitude today is that 
adding Chanukah celebrations to the school pro- 
gram is not the solution either, because then 
Jews are in the position of violating the sacred 
precept of separation of church and state, or 
rather school or church. 


In all probability, the pattern that finally will 
be evolved will be that which Jewish mothers 
have been following without waiting for official 
decision. The pattern is that of asking the 
schools to incorporate some function in cele- 
bration of Chanukah into the school program, 


Such efforts have several desirable effects, 
and until the time comes when the problem 
can be divorced from the tremendous emotional 
impact involved—which means practically 
never—this answer probably will be the best 
under the circumstances, 


Bring The Problems 


q E LIKE the idea of the Young Peoples 


Division of the Jewish Federation and 
Jewish Welfare Fund of Chicago which calls 
for a series of four weekly discussions on im- 
portant questions currently being debated with- 
in the American Jewish community. 

The questions to be aired on the second and 
fourth sessions—the institute will be held on 
successive Monday evenings at the Standard 
Club beginning next Jan. 8—appeal to us must 
because the subjects are central issues in the 
Jewish community and have yet to be resolved. 

On Jan. 15, the topic is “Who Should Pay for 
Jewish Education?” This subject concerns Chi- 
cago more than other communities at present, 
because during the past year the Chicago Jew- 
ish community was torn by a bitter fracas 
when the allocation to the Board of Jewish 
Education was cut $50,000. But every Jew in 
the United States is concerned in one way or 
another with the answer to that question. 

The fourth discussion will be on the subject 
of “Neighborhood—or Negev . . . Where Shall 
We Build?” The implications of this topic are 
clear, and a sensible decision is important for 
the American Jewish Community. 

Despite its faith in democratic processes, the 


Out For Discussion 


Jewish group in its inner workings has been 
inclined to use methods usually employed by 
foes of democracy. Discussion, compromise, 
meeting of minds, persuasion—these are meth- 
ods much too slow for most American Jewish 
organization. 

Pertinent also is the question, where are the 
means to be found to reach the American Jew- 
ish community? There is no Jewish radio, nor 
is there any independent Jewish press of a 
large enough scope—except the Yiddish press, 
which today reaches for the most part only 
the older Jewish leadership. 

So it is understandable that undemocratic 
methods often are used by our national Jewish 
organizations. 


But that does not mean that it must always 
be so. The eyperiment in Chicago is a step in 
the right direction. 


More and more forums for discussion of the 
pressing problems facing the Jewish commu- 
nity must be provided. The need is there and 
forums are one first step toward filling the 
need. The youth division deserves commenda- 
tion for its vision and even courage in arrang- 
ing the institute. 


THE EDITORS CHAIR 


I HAVE A letter from Rabbi 
Nathan Drazin of Baltimore, with 
which I am inclined to agree. You 
read the letter. My point is that 
the Reform rabbi involved — as 
long as he knew that the father 
whose son was going to marry 
the Jewish divorcee without the 
“get” (Jewish religious divorce) 
was Orthodox—the rabbi should 
have given the man the Orthodox 
answer, not a contrived one. 

I am not Orthodox myself, and 
many, many times I have been 
critical of Orthodoxy, but until I 
see the time when Reform and 
‘Conservatism and even Recon- 
structionism really begin to ful- 
fill their promise, or even after 
that, I will always respect the 
Orthodox Jew and his views and 
opinions. Here is Rabbi Drazin’s 
letter: 

* 


I received a letter a few days 
ago written by a known Reform 
rabbi to an elderly Orthodox gen- 
tleman living near Baltimore 
City. This gentleman was con- 
cerned about the fact that his 
son is planning to marry a wo- 
man who was formerly married, 
and who had obtained only her 
civil divorce but not her Jewish 
Get. This gentleman brought me 
the letter and asked me whether 
the statements therein were true. 
The letter of the Reform rabbi is 
as follows: 


“I gather that you are concern- 
ed about not having a Jewish di- 
vorce. The family that she was 
formerly connected with is so far 
removed from Orthodox life it 
would be impossible to convince 
them that they ought to give her 
a Jewish divorce. 

“Under the circumstances and 
in view of the fact that the dis- 
solution of the marriage is valid 
in accordance with the tradition 
of Israel, Jewish Law is that if 
two rabbis agree to give her a 
statement that she can remarry, 
the second marriage is valid and 
lawful. I will be ready to give 
her such a_ statement and I 
know that she will make you a 
fine daughter-in-law.” 

There is double talk in this 
letter. The Reform rabbi says 
that the dissolution of the mar- 
riage, meaning of course the civ- 
il divorce, is valid in accordance 
with the tradition of Israel. Then 
he says that she requires a 
statement of two rabbis to re- 
marry. If the dissolution of the 
marriage is valid, why does she 
require any statement? 

The Reform rabbi also Says 


“It would be impossible to con. 
vince them that they ought to 
give her a Jewish divorce.” It 
seems that the Reform rabbi is 
under the impression that the 
whole family has to give the 
Jewish divorce . . . Only her for. 
mer husband is involved. Of 
course it would be impossible for 
HIM to convince her former hus. 
band that he ought to give her a 
divorce because the “rabbi” him. 
self is convinced otherwise, name. 
ly, that “the dissolution of the 
marriage is valid.” 

An Orthodox rabbi, however, 
who knows that a civil divorce is 
not sufficient and that a Jewish 
Get is absolutely necessary would 
find the situation quite different. 

My primary reason for writing 
you this letter, however, is to 
ask what do you think of the Re. 
form rabbi’s flagrant misuse of 
the expressions “the tradition of 
Israel” and “Jewish Law.” Were 
not these terms obviously used 
only to mislead the elderly fa- 
ther who was so much concerned 
about the need of a Jewish Get? 
I am not at all expert in Reform 
Judaism. Perhaps what the Re. 
form rabbi says in his letter is 
the doctrine of Reform Judaism. 
But to omit all mention of Re. 
form Judaism and to speak only 
in behalf of “The tradition of Is. 
rael” and “Jewish Law” is it 
seems to me downright dishonest. 
Do you know whether other Re. 
form rabbis and Rabbinical sem- 
inaries of Reform Judaism con- 
done such practice?

6,244 Jews Still

HOLDS CJFWF, WHILE NOT PERFECT,

The fund raising controversy 
now prevalent as to whether or 
not the United Jewish Appeal 
should be taken over by the 
Council of Federation of Welfare 
Funds is a healthy sign. It 
should not be ignored or deplor- 
ed by the Jewish communities in 
America. No Jewish leader or 
contributor, large or small, has 
the right to stand on the side 
lines in this dispute, because it 
materially effects us all—here in 
America, the Jews throughout 
the world, and our brethren in Is- 
rael. In particular, fund collec- 
tions and equitable allottment of 
such funds is not only our moral 
obligation, it is a serious busi- 
ness problem, not to be left to 
the will of chance. It is bad busi- 
ness to turn over millions of dol- 
lars to individuals to disburse, no 
matter how honorable or capa- 
ble, or well intentioned those in- 
dividuals may be, without the 
community having a say, or at 
least having the power to recall 
them if necessary. 

Jewish welfare and_ philan- 
thropy has developed into big 
business running into hundreds 
of millions annually and should 
be administered and conducted 
accordingly. Taxation without 
democratic representation is both 
un-American and un-Jewish. The 
time has arrived for the Jewish 
community to elect its leaders in- 
stead of having a few hand-pick- 


ed men designated and empower- 
ed with the task of collecting 
and allotting the welfare funds. 
The question then remains what 
agencies ,if any, now operating 
in this field should be entrusted 
with this task. The controversy 
now centers around two agen- 
cies, the UJA and the CJFWF. 
Which of these two agencies will 
reflect the will of the people? 
Which would be more democrat- 
ci and permanent? For in spite 
of what some may think, the 
task of Jewish philanthropy and 
welfare will be with us for many 
years to come. 

A cursory examination will 
disclose that while the CJFWF 
is far from being the democratic 
agency we would like it to be, it 
comes nearest to what is desira- 
ble and necessary.

REPORTER SAYS HANDLING OF STORY 
ON ORTHODOX WOMEN WAS INCOMPLETE 


@ Editor National Jewish Post: 

The story concerning the con- 
vention of the Women’s Branch of 
the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations of America and 
the statement made there by the 
Hon. William B. Herlands, as it 
appeared in The POST on Friday, 
December 8, may have caused 
some misunderstanding on the 
part of the general Jewish com- 
munity as regards several aspects 
of the convention. Perhaps the 
following brief points, which I 
am citing from the original write- 
up and which for some reason 
were omitted from the story or 
not given sufficient stress as it 
was printed will help in giving 
a more complete picture of the 
stand taken by, and the program 
of, the Women’s Branch of the 
UOJCA as expressed in the con- 
vention, at least according to the 
understanding of this correspond- 
ent. 

1. Mr. Herlands in his state- 
ment that “Rabbinic authorities” 
were “engaged in research to 
‘protect the rights of the Jewish 
woman’ in such matters as reli- 
gious divorce and to provide a 
solution within the framework of 
Jewish tradition for the problem 
of the Agunah,” also “censured 
Reform Judaism for ‘exploiting 
the issue of women’s rights in 
order to break away from Jewish 
tradition.” 

2. “The dissemination of better 


knowledge of Judaism through 
educational programs and greater 
active audience participation in 
the services were cited” by dele- 
gates representing Orthodox sis- 
terhoods from various parts of 
the country, “as having proven 
effective in increasing synagogue 
attendance in various communi- 
ties. It was stated that Judaism 
could only be strengthened by 
broader knowledge and maximum 
observance of Jewishness, not by 
the ‘watering-down of Judaism’.” 

3. Here are some of the reso- 
lutions passed by the convention 
which were intended to express 
the relationship of the Women’s 
Branch of the UOJCA to the 
general Jewish community, as a 
part of that community. 

“To Dr Nahum Goldman went 
a special resolution pledging full 
support by the Women’s Branch 
for the National Planning Con- 
ference for Israel and Jewish Re- 
Habilitation Other resolutions 
urged the women to use their in- 
fluence in preventing the public 
desecration of the Sabbath and 
infractions of the dietary laws 
by Jewish organizations of which 
they might be members, and ‘to

HE IMMORTAL Iggereth Te- 
man (Epistle to Yemen)

The word “meyuman” is defin- 
itely Talmudic (cf Kiddushin 21b;

The 
source of the phrase (Psalm

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Toronto Rabbi Apologizes To Christians For Carols Sermon], 


Feinberg Shocked By Vigor 
Of Reaction; Denies Asked Ban 


TORONTO—Shocked by the 


strong reaction of Toronto Chris- 


tians to a sermon on Christmas carols in public schools, Rabbi 


Abraham L. Feinberg explained publicly last week that he had not 


asked a ban on such carols. 


The explanation was made in-the form of publication in the 


Toronto Daily Telegram of the 
text of his sermon last Friday at 
his Holy Blossom Temple. 

In a_ statement, Rabbi Fein- 
berg said he had dealt with the 
issue of the separation of church 
and state and that he had men- 
tioned Christmas carols “as one 
exmple of his theoretical princi- 
ple.”

He said that he did not make 
any concrete proposal “to ban 
them and suggested rather that 
the subject is a matter for discus- 
sion. The intense public re- 


sponse to that sermon has stirred § 


me to the depths.” 

“In all my ministry, nothing 
has brought me more pain than 
the disturbance which the ser- 
mon apparently has aroused in 
the hearts of truly devout, earn- 
est Christians in whom _ the 
Christmas tradition is deeply em- 
bedded,” the young Reform rabbi 
asserted. 

He said that he was “sorrow- 
stricken” at the thought that he 
might have hurt the sensibilities 
of Chrisian children. 

PLEASE UNDERSTAND 

“Just because I have devoted 
mylife to the ideal of brother- 
hood as the root concept of the 
Judeo-Christian teaching, I am 
shaken if I have confused many 
Christians who shared that en- 
deavor with me,” he said. 

He said that his heart ached 
with regret “that anyone in the 
Christian community  misinter- 
perted my sermon as an attack 
on that faith,” and that he was 
“sorry beyond words if I have 
caused discord.” 

“In all humility, as one human 
being to friends, I assure my 
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Christian friends that I have not 
departed in the slightest degree 
from the ideals with. which I 
hope they have identified me dur- 
ing these seven years of my 
work in Toronto.” 

FIRST THINGS FIRST 

He said that whatever he be- 
lieved about theories of public 
education, “I believe even more 
deeply in the need and possibility 
of human brotherhood and in the 
Fatherhood of God, to Whom we 
are all erring children.” 

“In the spirit of the Christmas 
season, and in response to the 
clear voice of my own conscience, 
I ask the Christian community 
to believe that I have the most 
profound respect and reverence 
for the sanctity of the faith 
which they hold dear,” Rabbi 
Feinberg said.

Armstrong attached some 
strings to his offer—that the 
school must bar Jews and Ne: 


groes and teach white suprema- 
cy. After some hesitation, which 
board members’ asserted stem- 
med from the fact that Arm- 
strong did not make all his con- 
ditions immediately known, the 
school turned down the offer. 
Checks for sums from $1 to 
$50 have been coming in the mail 
since. The total hasn’t solved 
the school’s problems entirely, 
but the trustees have high hopes.
